THE ELBA CLIPPER 


Reese Madeline: Bridge F O Vi | 
man, Instantly Killed Satur- 
day Morning By Hill Wise 


Reese Maddox, well known! COMPLIANCE WORK FOR AAA | 


throughout this section, where he 
had been engaged for several years 
as a bridge workman, was shot 
and instantly killed by Hill Wise, 
65-year-old farmer, last Saturday 
morning about ten o'clock. The 
tragedy occurred at  Ballard’s! 
bridge on Pea River several miles | 
below Elba. 

Maddox received the full charge 
from a shotgun in his breast and! 
died in just a few minutes, before 
medical assistance could be secur- 
ed. The slaying is said to have 
been the outcome of ill feeling 
existing between the two men for 
four or five years, 

According to reports, Wise vis- 
ited the scene where Maddox and 
a number of other workmen were 
engaged in repairs on the bridge 
some time before the shooting oc 
curred. He left the place and 
later returned with his shotgun 
and approached Maddox shouting, 
“I'm going to kill you!" Before 
other workmen realized what was 
about to take place and could in- 
terfere, Wise raised his gun and 
fired the fatal shot, 

After the shooting Wise return- 
ed to his home and later fled to 
the swamps. Officers, headed by 
Deputy Bryce Paul, went to the 
scene and after a search failed to 
locate the man but succeeded in 
making contaets which caused his 
Surrender at the county jail in! 
Elba about four o'clock Sunday 
morning. Wise is now being held 
in jail here, but according to of- 
ficers has made no statement in 
regard to the slaying. It is not 
yet known if he will ask for a 
preliminary hearing. 

Funeral services for Maddox 
were held at Damascus Church 
Sunday and were conducted by 
Rev. P. C. Andrews and Rev. W. 
M. Bush. Burial was in the Da- 
mascus cemetery, with Bonneau- 
Jeter in charge of arrangements. 

Maddox is survived by his wife 
and one daughter, his mother, six 
brothers and one sister, and a 
numer of other relatives,

CONTRACTS STARTS THIS WK. 
| 


The Agent wishes to take this 
opportunity to inform Cotton Con- 
tract signers that their acreage | 
planted to cotton will be checked 
at an early date, 

In connection with compliance 
work Mr, C. A. Cobb, Division of | 
Cotton says: 

“The Certificate of Compliance | 
requires that the acreage planted | 
to cotton shall be accurately meas-| 
ured, The compliance supervisor ! 
must also make certain that the 
rented acreage is in compliance 
with the terms of the contract and 
that these rented acres are prop- 
erly measured and marked for 
ready identification. All rented 
acres must be staked or clearly | 
marked so that they can be identi-! 
fied by the compliance supervisor. 
This staking of rented acres must 
be done by the producer previous 
to the time the supervisor meas- 
ures the land.” 

It is hoped that all centract 
signers will comply with the above 
regulations by staking the rented 
acre at once. 

The compliance regulations pro-|} 

The 2,200 Peanut Contraets were 
commodities for sale be checked 
against previous contracts in the 
office to determine if the contract 
holder is complying with Para- 
graph 4 of the cotton contract. 
Paragraph 4 of the contract reads: 
“Not increase in 1935 above 1933) 
or 1934, except as permitted under 
a contract with the producer and} 
the Secretary, the ucreage planted 
to peanuts, rice tobacco, or wheat 
for sale.” 

All contract signers are requir- 
ed to assist committeemen in 
measuring the land under indivi- 
dual contracts. The Agent asks| 
that all contract signers assist in! 
any way they can with this tre- 
mendous job.

Summary Of County Agent’s Re- 
port For June, 1935 

The Agent worked seven days 
in the field and 18 days in the of- 
fice. Nine hundred persons called 
by the two offices for information. 
Two hundred and fifty-one person- 
al letters were written. Twelve 
circular letters were written and 
10,780 copies were sent into the 
County. The Agent held 21 miscel- 
laneous meetings which were at- 
tended by 4,356 persons. The 
Agent's office received 54 tele- 
phone calls. The Agent traveled 
760 miles on official business. 

2he 2,200 Peanut Contracts were 
sent to the State office for final 
checking. These contracts have 
been returned to the county. Com- 
pliance work will start soon. 

First cotton rental checks 
amounting to $41,006.79 were dis- 
tributed to 1,514 contract signers 
during the month. 

The 168 Group I Corn-Hog Con- 
tracts were sent to the State Board 
of Review for transmittal to Wash- 
ington. The ‘transmittal sheets 
for Groups II and III Corn-Hog 
contracts were sent to the State 
cffice for a final checking. 

Fourteen sign-up meeting's were 
held in signing Bankhead Applica- 
tions for Tax-Exemption Certifi- 
cates. Approximately 2,700 appli- 
cations were sent to the State 
Board of Review. 

The approval of this planned 
land use project is almost a cer- 
tainty. The Agent was informed | 
on the night of June 30, which 
was the deadline, that approxi- 
mately 50,000 acres had been op- 
tioned. 

The County Agent's office is an- 
xious to render the farmers of the 
County the best service possible. 
Suggestions will be appreciated at 
any time on any part of the work.

The hernia was said to have 
been caused by a cist which form- 
ed before the baby was born and 
which was growing on the outside 
of the abdomen.

At birth it was of 
normal size and weight and is evi- 
dently possessed with a_ bright 
mind.

Orleans, on mortgage foreclosures. 
Within this area the 800 farms, 
ranging in size from 40 to 60

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of dwellings and other necessary 
Structures on each, has begun, | 

After the project was organized, 
the 300 farmers, all married men, 
Selected from relief rolls in 20

NEW ARMORY—Word has been 
received from Adjutant General 
Wm. A. Gayle, Montgomery, that 
within the next twenty to thirty 
days ground will be broken in 
Elba for the erection of a $17,500 
armory. Local officers have not 
been informed as to whether the 
new building will be built on the 
ground occupied by the stable or 
whether that structure will be 
left and the new armory erected 
on the lot between it and the 
street. However, it is assured that 
the new structure will be built of 
fireproof _ material, probably of 
brick. Local officers have submit- 
ted plans, drawn py Architect 
Dozier Bryan, but it is not known 
whether or not these plans have 
been adopted. 

The local unit of Alabama Na- 
tional Guards has an interesting 
history. The 106th Ammunition 
Train was established in Elba. 
September 22, 1922, at which time 
horses furnished the motive pow- 
er and means of transportation. 
An armory was built east of Pea 
River, of wooden construction. On 
March 14, 1929, Elba’s great flood 
badly damaged the building and

tion and sent to Washington for 
Federal approval, 

Although the City of Elba has 
thus participated, it is yet neces- 
Sary to secure the right-of-way, 
and so far signatures to deeds 
have not been obtained which are 
absolutely necessary for the work 
to proceed, 

According to statements from 
officials of the City, unless prop- 
erty owners along the proposed 
right-of-way are willing to make 
Some sacrifices and cooperate with 
them it will be impossible for the 
City to secure the right-of-way. 
In fact, the City is not financially 


| able to pay anything for the right- 


of-way, in view of the fact that 
its participation in the further 
program calls for such a heavy 
outlay of funds, 

Mr. Robbins emphatically stated 
that no Federal funds would be 
used for securing the necessary 
right-of-way for the levee project. 

For the past two or three weeks 
trucks have been hauling clay to 
that portion of the levee from the 
County Jail to a point near Beav- 
er Dam Creek. This section of the 
levee had not been completed when 
work stopped Wednesday. ‘There 
is also an unpaved section on the 
North end of the levee which can- 
not be completed, but will be left 
as is until such time as the entire 
project can be completed. 


According to the statement of 
Mr. Robbins, approximately $160,- 
000.00 will be required to finish 
the levee work here. This would 
mean employment to about 125 
men for the next eight or ten

An- 
other flood, such as we had in 
1929, would cost many times what 
the needed right-of-way is worth.

UNDER WORKS PROGKAM 


MONTGOMERY, June 80.—An 
) early end for the relief dole sys- 
item in Alabama yesterday was 
| predicted by Thad Holt, director 
| of the Alabama Relief Administra- 
| tion, as plans for the work pro- 
gram and other reorganization pol- 
icies were being evolved, 

Aside from the gigantic work 
H program designed to provide work 
|for & year for employable persons 
now on relief the transfer of the 
| Alabama Rural Rehabilitation pro- 
| @ram to the Federal Resettlement 
| Administration and the introduc- 
| tion of a bill in the Alabama Leg- 
| islature to create a State Depart- 
| ment of Labor and Public Welfare 
were viewed as other important 
|; measures for the end of the dole. 
Once these measures are put in- 
| to effect and have attained their 
;full force, Mr. Holt said he was 
| certain that the goal of the Ala- 
bama Relief Administration an- 
nounced more than a year ago 
would have been reached. 

It was at that time that Direc- 
jtor Holt publicly announced his 
|purpose of ‘working himself out 
of a job” since it was recognized 
from the beginning by President 
Roosevelt and FERA Director Har- 
ry lL. Hopkins and others, that 
the relief system was only justi- 
fied as a temporary expedient to 
avert starvation. 

The reorganization now being 
effected, in fact, is in line with 
proposals advanced by Director 
Holt in July of last year. At that 
time he advocated organization of 
a State Planning Board for Pub- 
lic Works, which has been created 
in the Alabama Public Works 
Board, the expansion of duties of 
the Child Welfare Department for 
child care and family welfare ser- 
vice, and the transfer of the rural 
rehabilitation program to a State- 
Federal agricultural service or 
agency. 

Once the work program has been 
launched through the Works Prog- 
ress Administration and other 
agencies, including the Public 
Works Administration, the CCC, 
State highway program, the Fed- 
eral housing program, the Rural 
Electrification Administration, Mr. 
Holt said jobs would eventually be 
created for approximately 50,000 
persons now on work-relief in Ala- 
bama. 

Projects which will provide the 
employables with work for a year 
at a maximum national average 
cost of $1,140 per man per year 
are now being considered by Di- 
rector Holt and other officials of 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. 

All employment, Mr. Holt em- 
phasized, must be assigned through 
the National Reemployment Ser- 
vice, a unit of the United States 
Department of Labor. There all 
employable persons now on relief 
(Exe been registered and will have 
| priority in work assignments.

Squares as they possibly can be. 
Not a sign of boll weevil could we 
find and no shedding was in evi- 
dence. If nothing unforeseen hap- 


pens, Mr. Barlow bids fair to get} 


considerably better than a bale to 
the acre. Dr. Braswell stated that 
Mr. Barlow took that farm a few 
years ago under protest, due to 
the fact that it was infested with 
Johnson grass. By pasturing with 
hogs and using’ progressive farm- 
ing methods, the farm has become 
noted as a crop producer. Tom 
Barlow has the reputation of be- 
ing one of Coffee County’s leading 
cotton farmers. Perhaps he knows 
he has to raise big crops to feed 
his dozen or so little Barlows. He 
also has good crops of corn and 


peanuts, and if that watermelon) 


was a sample of Mrs. Barlow's 
gardening activities, there is noth- 
ing wanting there. 

The Welcome Wyrosdick farm 
was the next place we visited. Mr. 
Wyrosdick and his stalwart sons 
were at home and took pride in 
showing us the crops, which were 
in good shape and gave promise 
of making nice yields. But inter- 
esting as were the crops, it was 
Mr. Wyrosdick’s mules that made 
the greatest impression on me. He 
has three of as pretty mules as 1 
have seen in many a day. It made 
me think of the days when I was 
in old Missouri, where they grow 
the finest mules on earth, Mr. 
Wyrosdick is noted as a mule 
fancier and he and his sons are 
justly proud of their prowess along 
that line. 4 

We next called at the Tobe Nel- 
son farm. Mr. Nelson was another 
away-from-home celebrator, but 
his sons made us welcome and we 
took pleasure in inspecting the 
crops of another of the county’s 
most successful farmers. Dr. 
Braswell stated that Mr. Nelson 
raised 47 bales of cotton from 48 
acres last year. Unusually dry 
weather this season has had its 
effect on crops in that section, but 
it is predicted that Mr. Nelson 
will be found right up there near 
the top when cotton yields are 
computed this fall. Mr. Nelson is 
an expert cotton farmer and al- 
ways gets results. 

At the Allen Johnson planta- 
tion, we found him celebrating the 
Natal Day by plowing in his cot- 
ton field. Dry weather had left 
its marks on Mr. Johnson’s crops, 
but although the cotton weed was 
comparatively small, it was chock 
full of fruit and as Dr. Braswell 
told Mr. Johnson; ‘Allen, you 
are going to have plenty of cot- 
ton, probably more than you can 
sell without paying the tax.” Mr. 
Johnson has been handicapped by 
sickness and death in his family,

ing forward to the not-too-distant 
day when they will take over a 
plot of ground and begin farming 
for themselves. 

“The camp is the only one of its 
kind in existence and is maintained 
by a special appropriation from 
congress, though it is under super- 
vision of the Rural Rehabilitation 
administration. Primarily, the 
camp is designed to offer an up- 
portunity to young married men 
who have experienced 
resulting from the busines3 reces- 


sion—the real forgotten men of! 
America. 
“R, E. Metcalf, whose home 


is near Dothan and who has been 


in the camp several weeks, is en-| 


thusiastic over the prospect of 
getting a farm of his own when 
he completes the course. Metcalf 
has been stationed in the camp 
kitchen and now rates as a cook.” 

“He has been married six months 
and admits he gets homesick once 
in a while, adding that he en- 
counters little difficulty in getting 
off for a day or two to visit his 


wife, who is staying with rela- 
tives near Dothan. 
“The cooks, he said, can get 


| longer leaves than other workers, 


though they have to work harder 
while in camp, working on a 24- 
hour shift. 

“Metcalf is about 21. He de- 
clares he is looking forward to 
what the future will bring, dis- 
counting the hardships of being 
separated from his family now. 
Not only does he feel he is working 
toward a definite goal, but be- 
lieves his morale has _ been 
strengthened and says he can face 
the future with more courage since 
the government offered to aid in 
financing homesteads for those 
who complete the training course. 

“Working in the kitchen with 
Metcalf is a young married farm- 
er from Gordon, H. D. Shinholster. 
Shinholster is older than Metcalf 
and probably has experienced more 
of the depression than his co- 
worker,

in the camp laundry, standing over 
a hot fire for hours at a time and 
perspiration pouring from his jov- 
ial face in beads. 

“Like the others, Lee is anxious 
for the training period to end and 
the actual farming to start. De- 
lighted with the prospect of secur- 
ing land of his own, he vows he 
will put every ounce of his tre- 
mendous weight behind the plow 
and repay the government for its 
help. 


“A typical dirt farmer of about 
30 years is T. T. Dunn, whose home 
jis in Dale County between Skip- 
perville and Clopton, Dunn came 
to the camp several weeks ago and 
says he is going to stick it out 
until he gets a homestead. 

“He likes the camp but would 
prefer a farm of his own and is 
looking forward to the time when 
Uncle Sam comes across with the 
{40 odd acres he promised at the 
end of the training period. Dunn 
came off relief rolls in Dale Coun- 
ty. He now feels he is making his 
own way and does not have to 
| depend on society for aid in mak- 
ing a living. Moreover, he is sure 
he can run a farm successfully. 

“Married and without children, 
Dunn's wife is staying with her 
parents while he is away. She 
does not like the separation, he 
says, but thinks the opportunity of 
securing acres that will belong 
to them is worth the temporary 
hardship. 


“The camp was opened April 2 
| with a few recruits from South- 
j}east Alabama counties @nd since 
that time has had as many as 310 
enrollees, many of whom have 
dropped out for various reasons, 
according to Lieut-Col. R. L. Pitt- 
man, camp director, 

“When first established, the 
camp consisted of only one build- 
ing which is now converted into 
administration headquarters, and 
numerous other buildings have 
been added. A 15,000 gallon water 
tank has been erected as well as 
adequate shower bath facilities, 
equipped with hot and cold water. 

“The workers sleep in tents, all 
with wood floors, and meals are 
served in a long mess hall which 
serves also as classrooms where 
instruction in reading, writing, 
mathematics, and agriculture are 
given by a college graduate. 

“Pittman is gratified by results 
the camp has attained, emphasiz- 
ing that the real purpose is to irh- 
prove the morale of the workers 
as well as give them actual oppor- 
tunity for self-betterment,”
